Somebody said, "What the 
mind can conceive — it can 
create." 


"You say that the Price¬ 
less Economic System (PES) 
is as close to Utopia as we 
can get?" asked Stan. 

"It is the best system re¬ 
ported so far." answered 
Ernest. 

"But does it work?" 

questioned Stan. 

"It has worked for me for 
25 years and a few other 
people are using it too." 
stated Ernest. "I gave my

I ran out of money, so 
I’m now Just charging for 
my costs. I’m not taking any 
profit or wages for my 
work." 

"That seems fair enough. 
The PES may be working for 
you on a small scale but it

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"Do you think there is 
any job that you could en¬ 
joy doing and wouid want to 
do, if you were treated re- 
aily well by your supervi¬ 
sors and fellow employees?" 
asked Ernest. 

"Well, I suppose there is." 
answered Stan. 

"If you could have as 
long a vacation as you 
wanted, wouldn’t it be en¬ 
joyable to return to your 
job that you liked when you 
got bored with vacationing?" 
asked Ernest. 

Stan thought about that a 
minute and nodded his head 
in agreement, then said, 
"But, would there be enough 
willing workers to produce 
enough goods and services 
to fill the demand?" 

"Buckminster Fuller^," 
Ernest stated, "discovered 
that 905K of the jobs pro¬ 
duced no life-supportive 
wealth. That means we would 
need only 10515 of our pre¬ 
sent workers to produce 
what we really need. In 1980 
there were about 106 million 
jobs in the U.S.A. Ten per¬ 
cent of that equals 10.6 mil¬ 
lion essential jobs. We had 
84 million volunteers that 
year. That was far more 
workers than we would have 
needed to do the 10.6 million 
jobs. Working hours could 
be reduced drastically if we 
only produced the essen¬ 
tials." 

"We must also consider 
the 106 million workers who 
did the jobs in 1980. Many 
(if not most of them) wouid 
like their jobs and have fun 
at them if they worked at 
the same job as a volun¬ 
teer." Ernest added. 

Stan pondered that and 
then asked, "Why would a 
volunteer enjoy the same 
job he formerly hated and 
got paid for doing?" 

"Well, look at it this way," 
Ernest said, "if you are

Stan said, "Certainly not!" 

"On the other hand," 
Ernest continued, "if you 
are working at your same 
job as a volunteer and 
everything that you want, 
you get for free . . . you 
are setting pretty." _

"So in order to keep volun¬ 
teers, an employer must 
treat them as they wish to 
be treated." 

"Yes, I can see that." 
Stan replied, "but why 
would the other workers 
treat a newcomer well?" 

"Can you see that the 
more people that enjoyed 
working at a place of em¬ 
ployment, the less hours 
each employee would need to 
work to produce the same 
amount? Thus it would be to 
each worker’s advantage to 
be nice to all newcomers." 
Ernest answered tri¬ 
umphantly. 

"OK." said Stan, "But how 
could one make a job that 
he/she formerly hated doing, 
into a fun job?" I got you 
there thought Stan. 

"It would be a lot easier 
in an environment of 
friendly co-workers and su¬ 
pervisors, where there was 


no pressure and no worry 
about losing your job. Then 
one could focus on the job 
and probably figure out 
better, easier and more en¬ 
joyable methods of doing the 
job." 

"This would be a creative 
process. Exercising our cre¬ 
ative brain is a joy in itself. 
We would feel more like 
sharing our ideas with the 
company when we knew that 
the owner wasn’t going to 
make a big profit on our 
ideas and hand us a few 
peanuts as a reward." 
Ernest wondered if Stan 
would comprehend this. 

"Yes, under those condi¬ 
tions, I suppose it could be 
an interesting challenge to 
improve ones job." observed 
Stan. 

"Let me see if I under¬ 
stand you. You said that we 
had 84 million volunteers in 
1980 to do 10.6 million es¬ 
sential jobs. Plus maybe half 
of the 106 million workers 
would be able to make their 
jobs enjoyable. That would 
make 53 million workers plus 
the volunteers or a total of 
137 million workers to do 
the 10.6 million essential 
jobs." 

"If the 10.6 million jobs 
each required 40 hours of 
work per week, that would 
be 424 million work hours 
per week. That would mean 
that each worker would need 
to work about 3.1 hours per 
week or four 40 hour weeks 
per year to produce all of 
our life-supportive wealth." 
stated Stan. 

"You got it, Stan." 

"Working one month a 
year as a volunteer, sure 
beats working 12 months a 
year as a wage slave." said 
Ernest. 

Planned Obsolescence 

"Ernest," Stan asked, 
"would volunteers in the 
PES continue with the 
planned obsolescence and 
the planned deterioration of 
products that are now prac- 
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ticed in the Profit/Wage 
System?" 

"It wouldn’t seem likely, 
would it?" Ernest replied. 
"By producing only the best 
and the most with the least 
workers would make 
products that would last a 
long time and be trouble- 
free. This would reduce the 
need to continuously replace 
products ... as we must do 
today, because products are 
made so poorly." 

Competition 

Stan stated, "Without 
competition there would be 
no more progress and there 
would be no reason to in¬ 
vent new things." 

"There is a tremendous 
waste in duplication when 
several different companies 
produce the same article, 
but try to make it look dif¬ 
ferent. In the PES, if man¬ 
ufactures couldn’t agree on 
which style or version of a 
product was the best to 
build, I would imagine that 
the "demand" would be the 
deciding factor. If there was 
a demand for both versions, 
I suppose they would pro¬ 
duce both versions." 

"Producers would fill the 
demand instead of attempt to 
create a demand. Then the 
market (buyers) would be 
the determining factor. If no 
one wanted the car I was 
building, I would quit 
building it and look for 
something that was in de¬ 
mand, to build." 

"In the PES the true Law 
of Supply and Demand would 
be operating. The law is 
bastardized today by people 
trying to make a profit with 
the use of advertising in 
trying to create a demand 
for things people really 
don’t want or need." was 
Ernest’s long winded an¬ 
swer. 

Not Fair 

"I still think that it is 
unfair for a few people to 
work to support all the rest, 
who can just sit back and 


enjoy themselves." said 
Stan. 

"OK." said Ernest, "If a 
few guys had a football and 
they went to an empty lot 
and played football and had 
a good time and the rest of 
the people around did 
nothing but watch and cheer 
them on, would the players 
care whether the others 
played or not?" 

Stan thought about that 
for a while and said, "No, I 
suppose not. As long as the 
players were enjoying them¬ 
selves, they could care less, 
if the rest played or not. 
You are saying that the 
people, who are working and 
having fun, doing a job of 
their own choosing, are like 
the football players who are 
having fun playing their 
game. And that the people 
watching and cheering them 
on are like the consumers 
who are using the products 
and services that the vol¬ 
unteer workers are produc¬ 
ing. And their appreciation 
and approbation for the 
workers, are like the audi¬ 
ence’s cheers to the football 
game." 

"That’s what I’m saying." 
said Ernest. "Do you sup¬ 
pose that the consumers, 
who aren’t producers, will 
soon see that the producers 
are having more fun than 
they are and getting satis¬ 
faction from their work that 
the non-workers are not 
getting? Do you suppose 
that some of them will soon 
decide to become workers 
too?" 

"That seems very likely." 
said Stan, "But how can 
they help produce if they 
are not skilled at a work?" 

Ernest answered, "In the 
PES everything will be free 
for everyone. That includes 
interesting on-the-job 

training from experts. So 
people can be producing in 
a small way even while they 
are learning." 


Schools 

"Schools as we know them 
today, will be a thing of the 
past." said Ernest. "With the 
help of computer self¬ 
teaching programs, kids can 
start iearning at a very 
young age right at home at 
their own speed. With com¬ 
puters and excel ient soft¬ 
ware that will be free for 
anyone — learning will be a 
lot more fun. No more 16 to 
20 years of being locked-up 
in school just to learn to do 
a job. We have the technol¬ 
ogy now, but not the moti¬ 
vation for this easier, faster 
iearning method. Computer 
iearning can be as much fun 
as computer games." 

Health Care 

Stan was thinking for a 
while, then asked, "How 
could you get doctors, who 
are ripping-off two or three 
hundred thousand dollars a 
year, to work for free? Look 
at all the time and money 
they spent on college." 

Ernest said, "That will be 
easy. Education will be free 
and so will on-the-job 
training. Everything will be 
free. There will be nothing 
to spend money on in the 
PES. No one will use money. 
It may be true that the 
doctors who are in it just 
for the money, may quit. But 
the doctors who truly like 
to heal and keep people 
well, will stay in health 
care." 

"And when there are no 
more money worries there 
will be less stress and ten¬ 
sion so people will be much 
healthier and have less need 
for doctors and hospitals.” 
added Ernest. 

How? 

"Well," said Stan, "this 
Priceless Economic System 
seems like a nearly perfect 
system. But, how are we 
going to get to there from 
here?" 

Ernest replied, "In the 
very first place, people must 
become aware of the PES 
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and understand what it 
could do for them. They 
need to understand how 
simple it would be for all 
the world’s people to change 
over to this priceless sys¬ 
tem."

Ernest said, "The profes¬ 
sional people have many 
problems with the Profit 
Wage System. For one thing, 
look how much money it cost 
them and how long it takes 
to get the education to 
practice their skills and 
start earning money. Then 
look at how government bu¬ 
reaucrats interfere with 
their work and all the red 


tape and bookkeeping they 
must wade through. When 
they finally start making a 
lot of money, they have to 
figure out how to invest it 
and protect it from all the 
con artists who are out 
there constantly trying to 
take it away from them. With 
the PES they can eliminate 
all these problems and de¬ 
vote their full time to the 
work they have chosen. 
They will have lots more fun 
and satisfaction when, they 
too, have no money worries. 
They can spend their time 
doing the most, and the 
best, with the least, in the 
area that interests them the 
most, instead of in the area 
of their profession that pays 
the most. So, yes, it seems 
likely the professionals will 
be eager to change-over to 
the PES when everyone else 
does." 

"Yes, I guess you are 
right." responded Stan and 
then he went on to say, 

"I guess that leaves only 
the very-rich people. 
They have everything 
they want: money, power 
and control. Why would 
they want the Priceless 
Economic System?" 

"It doesn’t seem like 
there would be any reason 
for the super-rich to want 
the PES does there?" stated 
Ernest, who went on to say, 
"But, first of all, let’s re¬ 
member that a slave-chain 
has two ends. Controlling 
and guiding five billion 
slaves is no easy matter. 
You or I couldn’t do it or 
we would be doing it now. 
So the people with that 
certain ability are now rul¬ 
ing and guiding the world."

I 
wonder if they think that 
we sheep have evolved 
enough to each be able to 
see down the road far 
enough to make our own 
choices as to our own 
preservation and happiness. 
If we each experiment with 
the Golden Rule we will soon 
discover that it is the only 
law we need, and it works." 

"I think we need to learn 
that what is best for the 
individual, over the long 
term view, is invariably best 
for society. . . . Not , what is 
best for society, is best for 
the individual." 

"It may be that the 
barter and money system 
was the only way that they 
could think of to guide us 
to this point in evolution.” 

"They can’t just turn us 
wage slaves loose because 
we would flounder. We 
couldn’t make it on our own. 
We still need their leader¬ 
ship. But some of us are ex¬ 
perimenting and discovering 
how to take care of our self. 
We are experiencing the 
pleasures of self-reliance 
and independence from our 
dependence on society and 
government. We are discov¬ 
ering much more enjoyable 
ways to live and relate. We 
are the new pioneers who 
are forging a trail to a new 
and Utopian lifestyle. 
Utopian, meaning; the best 
we can imagine." 

Ernest continued, "Yes, I 
think the super-rich would 
be happy to turn us loose. 
It would make life easier for 
them. They would still get 
everything they wanted free 
of charge, as they do now, 
with all their money, but 
without all the hassles and 
fears of being identified, 
harassed and perhaps killed 
by some fanatic." 

Stan responded, "Do you 
suppose these super-rich 
people have a constant 
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struggle with each other, 
too? Do you think there are 
groups among them who are 
always looking for a chance 
to grab control and have 
the most power? Is their life 
a constant dog-eat-dog life 
too?" 

"You could be right." an¬ 
swered Ernest. "In the PES 
there would no longer be a 
power struggle, because no 
one would have to obey 
them.

The 
power of great minds who 
didn’t care to have the bur¬ 
den of enforcing their di¬ 
rections. They would give 
advice if they were asked. 
People would then be free to 
follow that advice or not. 
People would learn for them¬ 
selves from this. They would 
learn to follow the advice 
that worked and not follow 
advisors whose advice did 
not work." 

"As long as power cannot 
be enforced, as in the PES, 
people will not seek to be¬ 

come powerful. Who wants a 
burden when there is no 
profit in it?" said Ernest. 

"That seems to clinch 
your argument, that the su¬ 
per-rich people would be 
better off with the PES too. 
So it looks like everyone 
would be happier if we 

change-over to the PES." 
said Stan. "So how in the 
world can we change this 
world-wide money system to 
a priceless system? Wouldn’t 
this take a lifetime to 

change the very basis of 
our whole system?" 

Ernest smiled and said, 
"It would be the simplest 
thing in the world to 

change-over to the priceless 
system. But, as I said be¬ 


fore, the first thing that 
must happen is that people 
must all become aware of the 
PES and understand how it 
will work. Then they will be 
eager to change-over to it."

"Now, just a minute." ex¬ 
claimed Stan. "By what moti¬ 
vation will our production 
get done if we eliminate 
money?" 

Ernest answered, "People 
will be motivated to work in 
the PES by several things: 
The reward of a nearly 
Utopian society will be 
enough motivation for many. 
The freedom to use expen¬ 
sive tools and machines to 
build things people want will 
motivate many, especially 
because they will have the 
freedom at work to use their 
creativity to make their job 
easier and more fun. Some 
will work for the comrade¬ 
ship they will experience. 
Some for the satisfaction of 
producing a superior prod¬ 
uct that people want. And 
probably for several other 
reasons." 

"From that point on ev¬ 
erything will begin to 
change. There will then be 


no more reason to steal, 
when everything is free. 
That will free 9451^3 of the 
people in prisons and jails. 
They were in for one form 
or another of stealing. It 
will free all the political 
prisoners. It will free 94% or 
more of the prison and jail 
guards. 94% of the prisons, 
jails and courts can be shut 
down. There will no longer 
be a profit in wars and rev¬ 
olutions so all the armed 
forces people will quit and 
go home. Border patrols will 
no longer be necessary. 
People will be allowed un¬ 
limited travel and be wel¬ 
comed to work in any coun¬ 
try." 

"Then it will be necessary 
to develop a better second 
language than Esperanto so 
that all people can communi¬ 
cate with everyone. Then 
people will discover that 
other nationalities are good 
people who just want the 
chance to be happy and 
friendly too." 

"Factories will no longer 
find it profitable to pollute 
our environment. In the PES 
they will have the resources 
and labor to convert their 
plants to completely pollu¬ 
tionless systems.

"Just a darn minute, 
Ernest." sputtered Stan, "If 
we ailowed ali the starving 
people to take some land, 
they wouldn’t know the first 
thing about growing food.

"Don’t be too sure of 
that." answered Ernest, "You 
talk like a person who has 
never tried raising food. It 
is as easy as falling off a 
log. The seed packages have 
directions on how and when 
to plant. Then with only a 
little direction on how to 
mulch, compost and water; 
nature will take care of the 
rest of the growing.

Stan observed, "That all 
sounds very good, but do 
you think Government will 
let us do all this?" 

"Remember, Stan," Ernest 
said, "that government is 
composed of human beings 
who have the same needs 
and desires as you and I.

"What about all 
those thousands of office 
skyscrapers that will be al¬ 
most empty after the 
change-over and we no 
longer need to juggle all 
those money figures?" 

"Time will take care of 
that. People may start living 
in them. Architects and 
builders may redesign them 
and turn them into very 
pleasant living spaces. They 
may dismantle some, very 
carefully, so they can sal¬ 


vage all its materials and 
make them available free of 
charge for new construction, 
remodeling or whatever.
